Meat Boycott Begins

Spaghetti, macaroni, chicken and 
seafood topped the Sunday dinner 
menus for thousands of Americans on 
the opening day of a week-long meat 
boycott protesting high prices. 
Most meat markets were closed on 
Sunday, so it was hard to judge 
whether housewives were crossing 
beef, lamb and pork off their shopping 
lists. 
President Nixon announced 
last 
Thursday night that a ceiling on the 
price of all beef, pork, and lamb was to 
go into effect today. But leaders of 
consumer groups said the boycott 
would be held anyway because the 
ceiling would not be effective. 
Although some New 
York res­ 
taurants reported patrons asking for 
more meatless dishes than usual, a 
spot check of restaurants in the 
Chicago area showed most restaurants 
doing a booming business. 
“ Right now we’ve got a waiting line 
of 20 minutes, and I’ve seen a lot of 
steaks 
going by,” 
said 
Frieda 
Marianos, service 
m anager at 
a 
Chicago restaurant where the best 
steak costs $7.50. 
A random sampling of Detroit area 
supermarkets showed customers in 
large numbers were avoiding meat 
counters. 
“We’ve been selling chicken, that’s 
all,” said Cheri Killingsworth, a meat 
clerk at a IX»troit food store. An 
assistant manager at another chain 
store agreed that it was “really bad.” 
Joining the ranks of m eat boycotters 
in Michigan was the Rainbow People’s 
party, formerly known as the White 
Panther party. A party spokesman 
explained, “Meat prices are criminal, 
and we’re in favor of all political action 
like this.”

organize the Maine boycott, said, “My 
husband likes spicier foods, but the 
kids loved it.” 
She said that she has received about 
200 telephone calls from women 
throughout the state who wanted to 
organize a meatless protest in their 
areas. 
A housewife passing out meatless 
recipes at a Columbia, Mo., food store 
Saturday was upstaged by a group of 
IO cattlemen who bought the store out 
of meat and then gave it away to 
surprised customers. 


“We wanted people to see what it 
would lie like to go into a store and not 
Im4 able to buy meat because it w asn’t 
there,” said Jim Marshall, a spokes­ 
man for the cattlemen.

See Stabilized Federal Park System 


WASHINGTON (AF) - After a 
century of expansion, it may be time to 
begin “.stabilizing” the National Park 
System, says its new director, Ronald 
Walker. 
The Park Service may eventually 
acquire selected new areas U) “round 
out” its holdings, Walker said, but at 
present he is putting more emphasis on 
improving parks already within the 
system. 
The difficult task of creating and 
improving parks in and near large 
population centers of the east, where 
the National Park Service now has 
relatively little land, should be pur­ 
sued mainly by state and local gov­ 
ernments, Walker said. 
He said the National Park Service 
would help with advice and counseling. 
Walker outlined his views in his first 
interview since taking office two 
months ego. 
A former presidential advance-rnan 
with no previous experience in park 


management, Walker said he was still 
learning about the park service and its 
problems. 


Walker expressed admiration for the 
expertise gained by his predecessor, 
George L. Hartzog Jr., who has 
worked in the Interior Department for 
26 years and headed the National Park 
Service 
for 
nine 
years 
before 
lYesident Nixon assigned Walker lo 
replace him 


He said he planned to continue and 
expand some of the programs started 
experimentally by Hartzog, to cope 
with increasingly heavy pressures on 
the parks from a growing population, 
But Walker said it was time to “take 
a step back now and see where we’re 
going.” 
He said the master plaas prepared 
years ago for the existing national 
parks were all being reviewed to up­ 
date them. 
Here are highlights of the interview 
with Walker: 


Q—“The President’s 1974 budget 
seeks a $50 million increase in national 
[Mirk funding. How will the money to* 
used?” 


A “The budget is to help us in the 
new areas ... it was not there before, to 
do anything with these new areas: the 
Gateway East (New York-New Jer­ 
sey), Gateway West (San Francisco), 
Buffalo River, portions of Cumberland 
Gap and other areas. 


The rest of it is going for upgrading 
of facilities. They have had a great 
deal of difficulty in the past bringing 
these* facilities up to the standard that 
could and should be there for the 
visiting public.” 
Q --“What kind of services need 
improvement?” 
A—“The displays in the visitor 
centers, for example. Some of them 
are ten or 15 years old Sure, they still 
tell the story, but in some cases nature 
has taken its course and some changes 
have resulted.

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POW Lambasts Protesters 
For Keeping Viet W ar Going 


WOOSTER, Ohio (AP) - Army S. 
Sgt. William S. Baird, who spent 
almost five years as a prisoner-of-war 
in N orth V ietnam , say s an tiw ar 
d em o n stratio n s kept POWS from 
returning home sooner. 
Baird, 23, said Saturday that if 
antiw ar protestors ‘hadn’t raised so 
much 
hell 
and 
m ade 
so 
many 
dem onstrations, we’d have been home 
earlier.” 
‘‘I think the Vietnam War was 
justified,” said Baird. “We were sent 
there to do a job and did it. If I had to 
do it again, I would.” 
Baird, who is partially paralyzed in 
his lower legs and has internal in­ 
juries, returned home Saturday for a 
welcoming parade. He is on IO days 
leave from Valley Forge General 
Hospital in Phoenixville, Pa. 
Baird said his injuries stem m ed 
from gunshot wounds inflicted at the 
time of his capture. He said the in­ 
juries robbed him of bladder and bowel 
control. 
Army Spec. 5 Steve Sutton, who 
drove Baird home, refused to let the 
W ooster n ativ e answ er questions 
related to prisoner torture, am nesty 
and U.S. aid to North Vietnam. 
However, Baird did tell reporters 
that he was “shot when I was captured 
and ... handcuffed to a bed for four or 
five days.” 
“They thought I w asn’t telling the 
truth,” said Baird, “and they pointed a 
pistol at me several tim es because I 
refused to listen to propaganda and I 
refused to get off my bed. 
“ I received 
very 
little 
medical 
treatm ent from the Com m unists,” 
said Baird. “They saved my life, but 
what little they did was very poor.” 
Baird was released M arch 5, after 4 
years and IO months as a prisoner. 
He said the POWS heard “anything 
that had to do with people against the 
w ar.” 
“ We heard the Communist side of it. 
I did not believe it, but there was 
nothing else to read,” Baird said.

DEAR ABBY: I hear they are trying 
to pass a law making it legal to let 
people die just by discontinuing treat­ 
ment. They say it will be used so old 
people who are incurably sick won’t 
have to linger and suffer after all hope 
for recovery is gone.

means “mercy killing” please state 
your views. 
CONCERNED IN MIAMI 
DEAR 
CONCERNED: 
‘‘E u­ 
thanasia" literally means “the good 
death,” and I am all for it. I believe it 
is cruel and senseless to prolong life by 
artificial means when there is no hope 
for recovery. 


The right to die with dignity should 
be evervbodv’s rieht. The Euthanasia 
Education Council (whose meetings I 
have personally attended) in New 
york, has made available “A Living 
Will.” It reads as follows: 
. . “To My Family, My Physical!, My 
Clergyman, My Lawyer If the time 
comes when I can no longer take part 
in decisions for mv own future, let this 
statement stand as the testament of 
my wishes: 


“If there is 
no 
reasonable 
ex­ 
pectation of my 
recovery 
from 
physical or m ental or spiritual 
disability, I (name) request that I be 
allowed to die and not bt* kept alive by 
artificial means or heroic measures. 
Death is as much a reality as birth, 
growth, maturity and old age-it Is the 
one certainty. I do not fear death as 
much as I fear the indignity or 
deterioration, 
dependence, 
and 
hopeless pain. I ask that drugs bi* 
mercifully administered to me for 
terminal suffering even if they hasten 
the moment of death. 
“This request is made while I am in 
good health and spirits. Although this 
document is not legally binding, you 
who care for me will, I hope, feel 
morally bound to follow its mandates. I 
recognize it places a heavy burden on 
responsibility upon you, and it is with 
the 
intention 
of 
sharing 
that 
responsibility and of mitigating any 
feelings of guilt that this statement is 
made.”

sub­ 
committee on hijackings were 
unanimous in contending that 


pilots — and only pilots 
should have command of the 
situation involving in-flight hi­ 


jackings. Several were critical 
of efforts by both local and 
federal law officers to abort hi­ 


jackings from outside the 
plane. 
William R. Haas, Southern 
Airways pilot whose jet was 
hijacked last Nov. IO in a 28- 
hour ordeal which ream ins the 
most bizarre hijacking on 
record, said he still doesn’t 
understand how he was able to 
takeoff and land his plane after 
all the tires had been shot out. 


“ I am an experienced pilot,” 
Haas testified, “but to this day 
I am still astonished that the 
last leg of that frightening trip 
ended without loss of life.” 
The pilots have a valid point. 
Difficult thought it remains to

hijacking is in progress, cer­ 
tainly no one knows the existing 
situation or the temperament

Needn't Be Blackmail 


Frankly, Ult* only reason to give the 
North Vietnamese a nickel would Im* to 
bribe them to keep the peace. This is 
an admittedly ignoble reason, hut it 
appeals to the idiotical streak in many 
Americans who have no love for 
Communists of any stripe. 
'Fhere is Senator Strom 'I’hurmond of 
South Carolina, for example. Strom, 
who is as much of an anti-Communist 
hardliner as any man in the Senate, 
says he is “essentially opposed to 
giving aid to North Vietnam.” Hut he 
adds that “ we must keep an open mind 
on the subject, based on practical 
considerations and the necessary 
sa feg u ard s." The “ practical con­ 
siderations” are that Hanoi, once it 
gets the money, will stay bribed and 
will not spend the funds on rebuilding 
its warmaking machinery. 
Although I hate to say it, I find 
myself going along with Thurmond's 
rather schizoid position. The North 
Vietnamese don’t deserve a cent; 
indeed, they ought to be compelled to 
give reparations to the South Viet­ 
namese, the Laotians, and the Cam- 
bodians. Hut if a bi llie will work, lives 
will be spared. 
Some of my good friends in the 
American Conservative Union say 
they are “unalterably opposed to aid to 
North Vietnam” . And 
they quote 
House Minority Leader Herald Ford’s 
1965 statem en t that “ friendship, 
security and 
solid 
international 
relations cannot be bought with 
dollars.” M. Stanton Fvans, the ACU 
chairman, in supinating the position of 
his organization, recalls the ex ­ 
perience tin* ancient Saxons had when 
they raised the famous Danegeld tax to 
buy off the 
Danish despoilers of 
Hritain’s North Sea coast. The Danes 
took the money, but it didn’t stop them 
from renewing the raids. 
It was 
Rudyard Kipling who wrote that “once 
you have paid him the Dane-Held you 
never get rid of the Dane.” 
The Kipling line applies to almost all 
blackmail .situations. Hut, like Senator 
Thurm ond, I question the com ­ 
pleteness of any analogy that would 
c ast the North Vietnamese as modern 
collectors of a Danegeld. The Danes 
came back to ravish the british coast 
for tin* good and sufficient reason that 
the Saxons lacked the physical power

to stop them. A “Danegeld” paid to 
Hanoi, however, would be designed to 
give the South Vietnamese, not in­ 
volved in the* l>ribe, time to strengthen 
their defenses, to learn how to operate 
a modern air force, and to contain any 
North Vietnamese encamped south of 
the demilitarized zone. 
’I’hi* bribe would be in the nature of a 
holding operation. If it didn’t work, 
there would be nothing to keep the 
Nixon Administration from denoun­ 
cing Hanoi and mining anew the port of 
Haiphong, lf the* ancient Saxons had 
had the equivalent of the B-52s, their 
Danegeld tax might have been a one- 
shot affair. It would liave deprived 
Rudyard Kipling of a braves and 
ringing poetic line, but, given the 
requisite will 
on the part of the 
Saxons, it would have stopped raids on 
the North Sea shores. 
When I say I am for offering Hanoi 
the brilx* to keep the peace, I do so 
under one condition; I would, at the 
moment the money is delivered, give 
the Saigon government some bombing 
planes with sufficient range tee reach 


the North Vietnamese dikes in the Red 
River delta. It would be thoroughly 
understood that if the North Viet­ 
namese used the money to rebuild 
their war machine and .started moving 
men and equipment over the Ho Chi 
Minh trail into South Vietnam, we 
would look the other way while Saigon 
drowned 
H anoi’s 
ag ricultural 
economy. With the South Vietnamese 
in a good position to stop the North 
Vietnamese General Hiap by inun­ 
dating his rear, the Danegeld analogy 
would break down completely. 
All of this talk about bribing Hanoi to 
keep the peace will probably come to 
naught anyway. The 
North 
Viet­ 
namese obviously do not intend to 
withdraw from l«aos and Cambodia, 
and they will almost certainly continue 
to wage some form of warfare in the 
sections of South Vietnam they now 
occupy. With the war continuing, it is 
hardly likely that Hanoi will get a 
|M*nny out of the U.S. Senate, and 
Senator Thurmond won’t have to 
worry about the morality of his split 
position.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter I. Coleman, M D. 


With all the talk and concentration 
on vitamins, I don’t recall reading any 
definitive article on the dangers of too 
much vitamin intake. 
I read the numbers on the labels, but 
they have no meaning to me. One of the 
things that confuses me is the use of 
the phrase “daily requirement” on 
labels. If the particular pill fills the 
certain vitamins, does that mean that 
food eaten containing that vitamin 
would be dangerously excessive? 
Mrs. L.H., Maine 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
The em phasis, and som etim es 
overemphasis, on vitamins has in­ 
troduced much confusion to many 
people. 
One of the reasons for this confusion 
is that some manufacturers oversell 
their product by asking the consumer 
to compare the “numbers” on their 
label with that of another manufac­ 
turer. 
It is understandable that “higher 
numbers” may seem to be more im­ 
pressive than “lower numbers” even 
though the body may not require such 
a large quantity. 
Fortunately, the wisdom of the body 
is such that it has its own protective 
devices against the excess use of some 
vitamins. That which is not needed is 
excreted through the urine. 
Many physicians learn that some 
patients falsely reason about vitamins 
in the following way: 
They believe that if one vitamin 
tablet is good, two are better, and 
three are best. Herein lies a real 


danger, especially to children. 
A condition does exist called “hyper- 
vitaminosis,” which 
is an illness 
caused by the excessive intake of 
vitamins, especially Vitamins A and 
D. 
Overzealous vitam in enthusiasts 
freqeuntly take m any tim es 
the 
prescribed dose for the prevention of a 
deficiency which they may not even 
have had. 
Most vitamins, unlike excessive 
doses of Vitamins A and D, are not 
toxic and are relatively safe even in 
large quantities. 
Too much Vitamin D can cause 
severe toxic 
effects in adults 
and 
especially in infants. 
Children and adults need about 400 
USP units of Vitamin D for daily 
requirement. When a deficiency is 
known to exist, treatment demands 
between 500 USP and 1500 USP units a 
day. 
A texbook 
could 
be filled 
with 
symptoms of illustrating the dangers 
of massive uncontrolled and senseless 
overuse of Vitamin D. 
Vitamin A is the other vitamin that 
can cause multiple symptoms when 
taken in excess. The normal daily 
requirement for it are 5,000 USP units. 
When a deficiency is known to exist by 
the doctor, replacement treatm ent can 
go up to 50,000 USP units in adults, to 
control the condition. 
The amount of vitamins in any food 
is not sufficient to cause hyper- 
vitaminosis in anyone taking vitamins 
in prescribed or reasonable amounts.

Balloons 
Move Logs 
In Northwest 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The best 
way to move big logs out of the woods 
is by balloon, says Faye H. Stewart of 
Eugene, Ore. 
It’s not only cheaper and faster but 
also ecologically much better, he feels. 
Stewart, a lumber executive, uses 
balloons 110 feet tall and 108 feet in 
diameter and says he’s been tran­ 
sporting huge logs commercially for IO 
years. 
“Three years ago it reached the 
point where it was economical,” he 
said Friday between conferences with 
legislators and government officials. 
“We fly logs, from the point at which 
the tree is felled, down the slopes to 
where trucks wait on roads, and they 
never touch the ground,” he added. 
“We pick up from one to seven or eight 
logs on each turn.” 
“This method leaves the ground 
undisturbed—there’s no siltation or 
erosion—and it erns roadbuilding costs 
by more than half. We used to use heli­ 
copters for the same purpose, but this 
method is only 25 per cent as costly.” 
Stewart says his 
balloons hold 
500,000 cubic feet of helium and have a 
lifting capacity of 24,000 pounds. 
Each balloon is controlled through a 
winch to which it is tethered by rope 
cables. The winch moves up and down 
the slope on a narrow track, pulling the 
balloon back and forth, 500 feet 
overhead.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nuclear 
power 
(ce hailed as the solution to 
the nation’s energy problems in the 
1970s and beyond, is falling far short of 
the goals set for it. 
Costly delays in getting nuclear 
power plants into operation could 
contribute to some power shortages 
this summer and next winter, ac­ 
cording to the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
But the AEC and the 10-year-old 
atomic power industry contend that 
nuclear power is going to be a major 
source of U.S. electricity, and in time 
to help offset especially critical energy 
pinches envisioned for the 1980s. 
Still, the industry has only 29 nuclear 
plants in operation, compared with 46 
forecast by the government two years 
ago. A total of 57 plants are under 
construction, but 90 per cent are at 
least a year behind schedule. 
Causes of the delays range from 
technical d ifficulties 
and 
labor 
problem s 
to 
stiffer 
licensing 
requirem ents and environm ental 
issues, according to federal and in­ 
dustry officials. 
The delays are serious enough to 
raise questions about the ability of 
government and industry to step up the 
pace of development, especially to 
help meet energy requirements in the 
next decade. 
AEC 
and 
industry 
spokesm en 
concede the going has been rough in 
recent years and serious difficulties 
remain, but they say 1972 may have 
represented a turning point aw ay from 
their problems. 
Chief reason for their cautious op­ 
timism : 
—Besides the plants now operating 
or under construction, 77 others 
already are contracted for, including a 
record 35 ordered in 1972. The 35 plants 
together would generate 42.5 million 
kilowatts, almost three 
times the 
present nuclear generating capacity 
which provides about four per cent of 
the nation’s electricity. 
The AEC says a similar amount of 
nuclear generating capacity is ex­ 
pected to be contracted for in 1973, 
adding that “the situation on con­ 
struction slippages is viewed as 
tem porary and continued strong 
growth of nuclear power additions is 
expected to occur.” 
—Industry commitments for the 77 
plants now on order amount to about 
$50 billion 
in 
capital 
costs. 
For 
example, Commonwealth Edison Co. 
of Chicago, one of the nuclear industry 
leaders, has announced it will spend at 
the rate of $1 million a day for the next 
five years on construction, most of it 
nuclear. 
But AEC and industry optimism 
must be weighed against the fact that 
currently it takes up to nine years from 
initial planning states for a nuclear 
plant go into operation.

Meany has an ally in Democrats on 
Capitol Hill who say they will push for 
a 60-day, across-the-board freeze on all 
prices and interest rates, and some 
rent rollbacks. 
A number of labor leaders, including 
Meany, warned earlier that rapidly 
rising grocery prices would enlarge 
labor’s appetite at the bargaining 
table. “If food prices aren’t brought 
down, there is no way union members 
are going to let their unions settle for a 
wage increase that won’t even pay for 
their increased food bill,’’ Meany told 
the House Banking Committee on 
Wednesday. 
I aa bor contracts involving 4.7 million 
workers in the auto, rubber, electrical, 
trucking and railroad industries expire 
this year, and the Nixon adminis­ 
tration had been saying that its anti- 
mflation efforts would mean more 
moderate wage demands.

To Blast Fatal To 7: 15 Hurt 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Arson 
investigators today sifted through the 
debris of an explosion that killed seven 
and injured 15 Saturday night. 
Asst. Fire Chief Robert Schinaman 
said Sunday night that the debris was 
being moved to a vacant lot for ex­ 
amination. 
Officials said they hoped to learn 
what caused the gas leak that ap­ 
parently triggered the blast. 
Two crane shovels were removing 
the debris from three buildings and 
loading it into city trucks for the 
transfer. Workmen were also seeking 
a possible eighth body. 
Five of the victims were believed to 
have been in a rear room at Gara and 
Al’s Cafe at the time of the blast. 
The explosion rocked the downtown 
area, spewing debris as much as a 
block away. 
Mary Goode, who lived on the first 
floor, was on the telephone to the 
Cincinnati Gas and Electric Co. to 
report the smell of natural gas at the 
time of the explosion.

Recently, the details of the Ad­ 
ministration's special revenue sharing 
proposals for elementary education 
were revealed to the House Education 
and Labor Committee. The legislation 
received a rather cool reception — to 
say the least — from both Republicans 
and Democrats alike on the Com­ 
mittee. It is very unlikely, therefore, 
that the Committee would report these 
proposals favorably to the House for 
passage. On the other hand, it is also 
unlikely that the Administration would 
be very willing to consider extending 
the present educational aid programs 
if the revenue sharing proposals are 
not passed or until a compromise 
agreem ent can be reached. 
This deadlock is a very serious 
m atter and poses a very real dilemma 
for the 19,000 public school districts in 
America. Current Federal programs 
for aid to education will expire at the 
end of this fiscal year (that is, on June 
30th). Unless some sort of legislation is 
agreed upon, these districts could face 
the prospect of beginning the new 
school year in the fall without Federal 
aid. For many of the poorer areas, this 
would be nearly impossible. Con­ 
sequently, I do believe that —- in the 
event of a stalemate — some sort of 
continuing resolution would be enacted 
to prevent this.

library services and strengthening 
state departments of education — 
would be eliminated. 
Of these, the proposal to alter the 
formula payment of money to states 
for improving the education of low 
income or disadvantaged children has 
attracted the most controversy. First, 
it would supplant the popular Title I 
program now funded through the 
Flementary and Secondary Kducation 
Act of 1965. For fiscal 74, states would 
receive at least IOO per cent of the 
amount they received last year, hut in 
the following years, the states which 
now spend more than the national 
average per child from their local and 
state funds would lose money. UKW 
statistics indicate that under this 
formula, Ohio will get more money for 
the education of disadvantaged, going 
from $46 5 million in fiscal 73 to $49.9 
million in fiscal 75.

Of the other categories, I am par­ 
ticularly concerned that the quality of 
vocational education, education of the 
handicapped and special services is 
not diminished by special revenue 
sharing changes. All three would he 
combined into one allocation for each 
state. While 43 per cent of the total 
allocation would be for vocational 
education, and 16 per cent would go to 
the handicapped, up to 30 per cent of 
these amounts could be switched to 
any other category except impact aid. 
I would have to be assured that the 
Sixth District of Ohio schools — where 
the vocational money is particularly 
needed — would not get lost in the 
shuffle for these funds.

EPA Orders Washington C.H. 


To Improve Sewage Facilities 


The Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency has ordered 
the city of 
Washington Court House to establish 
methods for disposing of their waste 
sludge, eliminating overflows and by­ 
passes from their .sanitary sewers and 
methods to improve their wastewater 
treatm ent facilities to meet applicable 
water quality .standards. 
The orders accompanied a water 
discharge permit which expires March 
15, 1974. 
The Ohio EPA is requesting the city 
to immediately establish temporary 
waste sludge disposal facilities and 
submit a report indicating completion 
by June I, 1973. 
The city must also submit to the Ohio 
EPA for its approval, a comprehensive 
engineering study and schedule that 
will eliminate overflows and bypasses 
of wastewater from sanitary and 
combined sewers. At the present time, 
the city has combined storm and 
sanitary sewers that result in the 
bypassing of raw sewage into Paint 
Creek. 
By March I, 1974 the city must 
submit for approval a report and 
general plan of the necessary sewage 
and wastewater treatm ent facilities 
required to meet applicable effluent 
and water quality standards. The 
detailed plans of the facilities must be 
submitted by January I, 1975 and 
construction completed by January I, 
1977.

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The House this week approved the 
Equal Rights Amendment for women, 
by a vote of 56 to 40, and has sent it on 
to the Senate for their consideration.

Several other bills of note were 
passed and sent on to the Senate this 
week. One, H.B. 173, would prohibit al­ 
teration of bumper heights on motor 
vehicles by more than three inches. 
The bill is aimed at those rather weird 
looking cars we’ve all seen that have 
their rear ends jacked up several feet 
higher than the front end. In altering 
their automobiles the owners usually 
alter the center of gravity in the car 
and thus renders it unstable. Also, in 
collisions involving these cars often 
the gas tank is ruptured because it is 
exposed by the back being raised. 


Over in the Senate a bill calling for 
state wide voter registration was 
passed this week. 
The bill requires state wide registra­ 
tion before the November, 1973 elec­ 
tion. Presently, there are 1,653 pre­ 
cincts in Ohio that do not require pre­ 
registration before qualifying to vote. 
There are 26 counties that do not re­ 
quire registration, and six counties 
that have only partial registration.

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — Along with 
the Sunday afternoon arrival of the 
last three freed prisoners of war to be 
returned to Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base came a donation for the 
Air Force Museum at the base. 
Capt. Keith H. Lewis, whose home of 
record is Mount Vernon, Ohio, had 
been given crutches by the North 
Vietnamese. Lewis has a torn cartilege 
in one knee and he walked with a 
noticeable limp, but without assistance 
during a brief layover at Wright- 
Patterson. 


Ernie’s temper began to simmer 
when he was stopped by a police road­ 
block on his way home from work. 
Asked to show his driver’s license, 
Ernie grudgingly complied. But the 
next day, he filed an “ indignant 
citizen” suit to have the practice 
halted. 
In a court hearing, he said: 
“ Our streets are supposed to be free. 
What right do they have to stop me 
when I haven’t broken any laws?” 
However, the court ruled that the 
roadblock was legal. 
“ It is in the public interest,” said the 
court, “ that officers make periodic 
check-ups on the qualifications of those 
who operate motor vehicles on the 
highways. Constitutionally prescribed 
freedoms are not unbridled licenses to 
defy the orderly conduct of society.” 
Still, although police do have the 
power to check licenses, they must not 
abuse that power. In another case, 
officers had a hunch that a certain car 
was carrying contraband whiskey. 
Stopping the car ostensibly to check 
the driver’s license, they found and 
seized the whiskey — in plain sight on 
the back seat. 
But this evidence was eventually 
thrown out of court because of the way 
it had been obtained. The judge said 
the police had used their power to 
check licenses as a “ mere subterfuge” 
to get around the restrictions on search 
and seizure. 
In one unusual case, a motorist kept 
his license in a locked glove compart­ 
ment. When an officer asked for it one 
day, he couldn’t find the key — and 
finally had to pry open the lock. 
The policeman gave him a citation 
on the ground that the license had not 
been “ in his immediate possession.” 
But the court decided that it could 
not so rule as a matter of law. The 
court said that, since drivers’ licenses 
have become such an important means 
of identification, keeping them safe in 
a locked glove compartment was “ not 
abnormal.”

TAMPA, F'la. (A P) — Don Gullett, 
the young lefthander who has drawn 
the prestigious opening day pitching 
assignment for the Cincinnati Reds 
Thursday, readily admits he has a lot 
to be thankful for. 
Gullett, who’s only 22, but is entering 
his fourth season with Cincinnati, will

“Things, good things, have just kept 
happening for me,” said Gullett, who 
battled hepatitis all last season white 


winning nine and losing IO. 
“ I guess all I can do is hope better 
and better things continue to happen.” 
The good things started happening 
for Gullett in 1970 when, with just one 
year of professional experience, he 
jumped from Cincinnati’s Sioux Falls 
Class A farm team to the major 
leagues and recorded a 5-2 record 
while helping the Reds to a National 
league pennant. 
At 19, he found himself pitching in a 
World Series. 
The next season, white the Reds 
were falling apart, Gullett won 16 and 


lost 6. Then came 
1972 and his 
sickness. 
But last year had a bright side— 
another pennant and a World Series. 
“‘I ’m just 22, and already I ’ve been in 
two playoffs and two World Series. 
Now I ’m going to get to pitch on 
opening day,” Gullett said. 
As could be expected, Gullett ac­ 
cepts the opening day assignment as 
an honor and also as a challenge. 
“You want to get off to a good start,” 
he said. ‘‘You want to be 1-6 and you 
want the team to be 1-0.”

ATLANTA (AP) — Faith- 
healers and assorted other 
mystics and oracles once 
were as common in the South 
as barbecue stands. Their 
ranks have been thinned by 
disbelieving law officers and 
expensive business licenses 
— but still they endure. 
“ A few years back we 
passed an ordinance re­ 
quiring a $8,000 annual busi­ 
ness license for fortune­ 
tellers because they seemed 
to be on every corner,” said a 
Fulton County (Atlanta) offi­ 
cial. “ But the next day, two 
showed 
up 
and 
bought 
licenses.” 
“ We’d like to have some 
kind of law against freelance 
faithhealers,” said a deputy 
sheriff in Alabama. “ But that 
would seem to get in the way 
of a person’s freedom of re­ 
ligion. So we try to be as in­ 
hospitable to them as we can 
and check them out real care­ 
fully.” 
I .aw enforcement officers 
have become increasingly 
willing to make an arrest if a 
“ patient” fares badly after a 
faith-healing experience. An 
itinerant Alabama 
faith- 
healer, whose 
treatment 
allegedly included voodoo 
medicine, was arrested in 
I/>wndes County, Ala., last 
December after a 10-year-old 
girl died in his care. 
A Natchez, Miss., woman 
and a faith-healer were ar­ 
rested 
on 
manslaughter 
charges in January after the 
woman allegedly allowed her 
11-year-old diabetic daughter 
to be withdrawn from insulin 
at the suggestion of the self- 
styled minister. 
“ We’re always on the look­ 
out for these people,” said 
Police (’apt. Frank Rickard 
of Natchez. “ If something 
happens, we file charges. I 
think this is pretty general 
around the South now. One 
result is you don’t see as 
much faith-healing here to­ 
day. It isn’t nearly as wide­ 
spread as it was.” 
Few states have laws cov­ 
ering 
faith-healers, 
but, 
among those that do, Flor­ 


ida’s is perhaps the toughest. 
The law requires them to buy 
a $150 business license which 
can only be purchased after 
an investigation and after 
five local citizens have attest­ 
ed to a faith-healer’s good 
character. 
North Carolina requires 
them to buy a $25 license. 
“ Most states have stayed 
away from legislating in this 
area,” said a spokesman for 
the Georgia attorney gen­ 
eral’s office. “ You get into 
the area of freedom of 
religion even though, in many 
cases, it is flimflam, pure and 
simple.” 
Thus faith-healers general­ 
ly are beyond the reach of the 
law until authorities feel a 
criminal act has been com­ 
mitted. In the Alabama case, 
the arrest was made on a 
charge of attempted grand 
larceny because the faith- 
healer allegedly attempted to 
charge the mother $200. 
Mississippi 
authorities 
made their arrest on grounds 
that taking the child off in­ 
sulin could only have ended in 
manslaughter. The child died 
after a 20-hour coma. Her 
mother and the faith-healer 
now are free on bond pending 
trial. 
Most Southern states re­ 
gard the regulation of for­ 
tune-tellers as a local matter. 
Many cities, especially the 
larger ones, have 
passed 
ordinances requiring sooth­ 
sayers and the like to buy 
annual business licenses at 
fees ranging from $25 to 
$2,000. 
North Carolina has made 
fortune-telling illegal in 50 
counties, including those of 
the major cities. Gypsies 
must pay $500 for a license 
which also permits them to 
engage in horse and mule 
trading. A more limited 
license, allowing only fortune 
telling, goes for $200 in 
counties uncovered by the 
law.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 
Government troops are reported 
fighting their first major offensive 
operation in 15 months, but other units 
closer to the capital have fled under 
Communist pressure. 
Field reports said Communist forces 
drove the government soldiers from 
Prasat Nsang Khmau, 33 miles south 
of Phnom Penh. The reports said 50 
government soldiers were killed and 80 
wounded in the battle Saturday before 
they reached the town of Chambak, 
four miles away. 
Another government garrison about 
15 miles southeast of Chambak was hit 
by afxiut 1,100 rounds of mortar fire 
Saturday, and those? troops also rushed 
to Chambak, according to the reports.
